EDISON DESIGNS 
VESSEL THAT 
IS INVISIBLE 


Washington, P. C., Oct. 8.—[Special.]— 
What may prove an important step to- 
ward reducing the toll of the U-boat. 
warfare was revealed here today. It isa 
plan worked out by Thomas A. Edison 
and already put into operation by the 
government. Its success thus far has 
greatly impressed shipping men and 
naval experts, and it promises to be 
more and more efficacious. It is a mer- 
chant ship without a sky line. .

A critical sur- 
vey of the processes by which the nation has pre- 
pared itself for war may concede all these things 
and in so conceding come straight and the more 
quickly therefor to the hope that the United States 
never will find itself in such conditions again. 

We made a declaration of war a preliminary to 
preparedness for war, and a nation once taught. 
how little ite own peaceful intent may govern its 
necessities and how powerless it is to make war 
if it is mot prepared for it should not ask for 
another lesson. 

We certainly know by this time that the intent 
of the peaceful does not govern conditions. If any 
Ration ever wanted to keep out of war it was the 
United States. Americans to convince them- 
Selves that their future was not involved and that 
‘theif dignity and self-respect could be protected. 
They tried to think that they could bring offend- 
ing nations to reason. and that they could live in 
the) geod opinion of other nations and with good 

Tt could et be done and it is not to be expected 
that a greater effort to preserve peace can ever be 
made.

Peaceable and powerless are dangerous descrip- 
tions for a nation to permit to be written of it.

The United States has learned that its intent 
Will not keep it out of war and that its determina- 
tion and willingness will not make it fit for war 
if it has given no thought to its defenses until it 
has reached the need of them. 

Witheut imposing heavy taxes on the people. 
without inflaming them with military ideas, and 
without depriving selected citizens unreasonably 
of their time, the nation can avoid ever again

chateau which was his birthplace to an 
American syndicate, formed for the pur- 
pose of converting it into a museum, 
and has now been successful in secur- 
ing the formation of another American 
syndicate which is negotiating with him 


family documents of the general which 
he declares that otherwise he will be 
forced by necessity to dispose of to oth- 
ers than Americans. In fact, appeals 
are being circulated in the United States 
for subscriptions to a fund for the ac- 
quisition of these Lafayette papers. 
The question of the validity of the 
title of Marquis de Lafayette adopted 
by the vendor ts of some importance in 
connection with this appeal for funds. 
For its use in any deed or contract of 
sale, in the case of the. purchase of the 
documents, as in that which has taken 
place of the chateau, may affect the 
validity of the transactions—in this 
sense—that the title to the ownership 
of the purchasers would not be a clear 
one, according to French law.

George Washington Lafayette had two 
sons, Oscar and Edmond, who both died 


| unmarried, as senators of France, and 


who never used the title of marquis. He 
also had several daughters, one of 
whom, Natalie, married Adolph Perier. 
Mme. Perier, whose husband was a 
cousin of President Casimir Perier, had 
a daughter, whe married the Baron 
Pourcet de Sahune and left several sons 
and daughters. The eldest of these sons 
was contem with his father’s name of 
Baron Pourcet de Sahune. 

The elder of his two younger broth- 
ers, Paul Gaston by name, who now 
calls himself the Marquis de Lafay-
